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4. The fame Malftghi thought he Hnould have met with the fame thing 
in Terrefirlal Animals s but he found, that Fifhes alone have fuch a ftru- 
dure of the Oftiqste Nerve : For that of an Ox, F g, and other fuch Ani- 
mals, is nothing bu^ a heap of many (mall Fibres of the fame fubftance 
with the Brain, wrapped about with the Dura. Mater , and accompanied 
with many little veffeb with blcuJ. Hence he draws the decifion of that 
great queftion among Anatomifts ; Whether the Optique fc^erve be hoUotv 
trrjot? For, faith he, it cannot beotherwife, but there muft be many 
cavities in this Nerve ; forafmuch as the fmall filaments, of which it is 
compofcdjcannotbe foclofcly joyned, that there lliould not be fome void 
fpace betwixt them. 

5. Concerning the tongue^ the fame Author hath difcovered m it m^ny 
little Eminences, which he calls Papillary, and believes to be the princi- 
pal Organ of Tafi/, * But here is not to be omitted ,

When any bloud is become cold in a df{h, that part which is beneath 
thtfttferjicies appears much blacker, than that on the top 5 and 'tis vulgar- 
ly faid, that this black part of the bloud is Melanchelj bloud, and men are 
wont to make ufe of this example to fliewthat ihc Melancholy humor as 
'tis called, enters with the 3 others into the compofition of the bloud. But 
Signior Fracaffati maintains, that this bUckifh colour comes from hence, 
that the bloud, which is underneath, is not expos'd to the Air, and not 
from a mixture oi Melancholy, to prove which he afTures, that upon its 
being expos'd to the Air it changes colour, and becomes of a florid red,
